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ABSTRACT 


This report is the result of field studies conducted 
in Environmentally Sensitive Area 25 of the Hamilton- 
Wentworth Region which is located within the juris- 
diction of the Hamilton Region Conservation Authority. 
Primarily, it consists of inventories of biological 
communities, flora, breeding birds, mammals, reptiles 
and amphibians contained within the Sensitive Area 

and their importance in relation to the Hamilton- 
Wentworth Region. Fourteen areas were further studied 
by Authority staff where the original consultant's 
report lacked field data.. The study on Environmentally 


Sensitive Areas by Ecologistics Ltd., 1976, should be 
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used hand in hand with this report.

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INTRODUCTION . 


A- total of 21 plots were mapped and subsequently surveyed for 
composition of plents, birds, reptiles and amphibians in the 
Redhill Creek Valley. They were chosen at random from aerial 
photographs and have some form of boundary - creek, road or 
fields etco They are also areas having even growth of vegeta- 
tion throughout .the plot so they could easily be classified 
(see individual plot sheets). In other words, one plot would 
not contain forest with shrubs and open areas as a classifica- 
tion would then be difficult. .

DALeseol censusineewerertromaJsune sy etonduly I 5/o.- The 
majority of nesting of birds occurs in June which is also 
when most plants are flowering. Therefore, an accurate 


and complete census was obtained. 
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Size of plots ranged from approximately 4 acres (B-6)-to 
approximately 19 acres (A-1). Plots were transected on 


foot as many times as required to adequately cover the 
area. 


Recommendations: 


~ 


A general recommendation for the valley would be to allow all. 
existing forests to remain as they are and give other vegetation 
in various stages of growth a chance to become forested. In time, 
the result would be a continuous band of mature forest through 
the east end of Hamilton. Any development if really needed 
should be restricted to non-vegetated fields already adjacent to 
existing roads.

Plot sites were first divided into the following, determined by 


the Redhill Creek Flood Plain Mapping (Dillon, March/75) 


Upland: The soils of these sites are well drained and. 
remain saturated for less than 6 months of the 
year. The topography may vary from flat to 


irregular sloping. 


Floodplain: These sites are located in lowlands adjacent 
to watercourses. Their soils exhibit variable 
drainage characteristics but they are usually 
quite fertile. The land is normally inundated 
and the soil enriched on a varying number of 
occasions each year.

Species Makeup in the Tree Layer is given in percentages. -: Per- 
centages are actually the amount of crown coverage exhibited by 
the species, not necessarily by the numbers of individual trees 
present. Eg, a single full size Red Oak has more crown coverage 
(and significance) than 10 Sugar Maple saplings so therefore 
would have a higher percentage. ‘In the Shrub Layer and Herb
